G.S.R. 48.-—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law appliable to such person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax,—Whore the central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may, by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service 
Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons 

6 . Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required, to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, the Ex-Servicemen and, other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in.

' G.S.R. 54.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
5, read with sub-section (1) of section 7 of the Employees’ 
Provident Funds and Miscellaneous Provisions Act, 1952 (19 
of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing scheme further to amend the Employees’ provident Funds 
Scheme, 1952, namely :— 

1. (1) This scheme may be called the Employees Provident 
Funds (Amendment) Scheme, 1990. 

(2) It shall come into force from the date of its publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Employees’ Provident Funds Scheme, 1952, for 
paragraph 74, the following paragraph shall be substituted, 
namely;— 

“74. Annual Report on the work and activities of the 
Board and its audited accounts.—(1) The annual 
report on the work and activities of the Centra! 
Board and its audited accounts together with the 
report of Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
shall be considered by the Executive Committee End 
shall be placed for adoption at a meeting of the 


Board to be held before the Tenth of December 
following the close of the financial year concerned : 

Provided that if the report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General is not received by the first of 
December following the close of the financial year 
to which it pertains, the audited accounts together 
with report of the Comptroller and Auditor General 
may be placed before the Executive Committee/ 
Board separately from the annual report on the work 
and activities of the Board. 

(2) The annual report on the work and activities of the 
Board and the audited accounts of the Board toge¬ 
ther with the report of the Comptroller and Auditor 
General of India, as adopted by the Board, shall 
be authenticated by affixing the common seal of the 
Board and four copies thereof together with the 
comments of the Board on the report of the Comp¬ 
troller and Auditor General shall be submitted to 
the Central Government not later than Twentieth 
of December follow nig tho close of the financial 
year concerned for being placed before Parliament: 

Provided that if the report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor General is not tecclvcd by the first of 
December following the close of the financial year 
to which it pertains, the audited accounts together 
with the report of the Comptroller and Auditor Gene¬ 
ral and the comments of the Board thereon shall 
be submitted to the Central Government separately 
from the annual report on the work and activities 
of the Board.”
